And the 
rather becauſe after the innate Principle thereof he takes upon him 
immediately after the mention of his weak Endeavours in DoArine, 
toad ure the Magiſtrate toleyereDilcipline, only ſhort of 
the makers, they that delivered the Marrzre'to be burned; uſe 
as mild Expreſſions, But whether they will obey the Dedizine or 

no, they muſtnot know their dogmatical Door further then b 
his 4 ical Name, for fear (itfeems) to have that laid (whic 
he caſh uponus) where it is due, which he call Calumnees, Repro- 
ches, Ratlings, | Inveti;ves,. againſt which he ayes [there is no 
Fence for the moſt DID Wen ſuch may hethink ther 
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is not againſt his, who hiding himſelf throws them at us,. and be- 
fpatters us for our difſcnting from: his Opinions; which (in ours) 
rather delerves the Epitheres he beſtows. But what Reaſon has he 
to fear, ſeeing inall our Treatiſe he cannot find it done to any Name 
there, though many diſſenting from us at very great Diſtances; 
but that we uber there ſhew our ſelves willing to own the Truth 
inall, where we can findit in any meafure, paſſing by the other ; 
yea, even" in fome that” have given as ſevere and uncharitable a 
CharaRer of us, as he has, which, for that Cauſe he revives 
and returns upon us, -being offended that any ſhould menti- 
on any Truth, that we might agree with them in,. and own, 
accounting that a Detra&tion from their Reputation, to- whoſe 
Perſon he confeſſes we have not ſpoken- any thing derogatory 
(neither to any in our whole Treatife of Oaths) And his Words, 
Widely, Bp. Gaude#'s, be does'not deny, neither the purport of 

; only he'is offended they are to our. Purpoſe : As he, is 
alſo.at Robert Sanderſor's, afterward Biſhop, whereto he 1s'not 
aſhamed to lay, There ts not a Syllable thereof in that Page, viz. 
14.1. printed 1670. is tbe 5th Teeare,. De Obligitione JurAnen- 
ti. .Let avy that underſtands -Latize but look the Page towards 
the Beginning, and fee if there” de not Twenty Ezeht Syllzbles, a 
whole Sentence, an entire Propoſttion betwixt two full Points, vsz. 
Non opra fuit iſta novo interditto provibere que ex ſe erant ſemper 
slkcita. . There wa: not need by a New InterdiQtion to prohthit 
thoſe things, which of themſelves were alwayes unlawful. Be- 
cauſe he cannot miſ-interpret this Man a. he does Ferome, he takes 
another courſe, a ſhameful one, to tell a groſs Lye, in denying 
there are any ſuch words, taking Advantage belike of the ſfuppo- 
fed PerfunRorineſs, Credulitv or Ignorance of his Readers, think- 
ing they would take all on his Word, without Examination, which 
is great In uſtice. Elle he durſtnot affirm what he does of Chry- 
haw: for if any look into the Places cited by us, he may evident- 
ly lee the contrary; afid a Man that durſt ſhew his Face, not bra 
zen, durſt not for very Shame fay as he does, That his Saying, at 
leaft, where there is no Nece/! ty, does therefore allow it, and autho- 
524 it; contrary to all the reſt he writes. Theſe Three are all 
{with Zerome): he. medles with in his Preface, which is all we hear 
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of after ſolong ExpeRation andſo retuin this in ſhort; which is 
enough for a Dogmatical we know not who. 

But as for Ferom's Tranſlation and Interpretation that te makes, 
he has ſhewed himlelf as bad a moral Man as divine ; for he 
leavesout of him | But the Truth of the Goſpel receives not an Oath, 
ſeeing every faithful Word is for an Oath) He might with-as good 
Reaſonleave out of Chriſt's Speech, But I ſay unto you, Swear vor 
at all: inthe meantime charging us with leaving out that which 
eventhe Unlearned may read in our Book, all but [zz] whict- is 
not Ferom's, but his; and yet isnot aſhamed to tell them, He ſhall 
for their Benefit tranſlate it Word for Word: And if fo, how is it 
that he never charges us with leaving out [««] a principal Word 
that determins for him, unletsit were taken-indifinitely, as [WeJ 
before for Men, as ſometimes by. Pawl and James, the Apoſtles: 
and why charges he us not with adding ll that reſtriive part afore- 
ſaid, whiciz is to be read in ours, and not his? Canit be expeRed, 
that the Man that charges us with leaving out that which in plain 
Encliſh is there to beſeen, with our Oblervation on it, would he 
{o favourable, as to paſs by our leaving out that principal Word 
far him, and adding the principal part for us too of the whole 
Comment in ENGLISH, it itwere no:inthe LAT INE, 
The Quaker 13 not fo unlearned as not to perceive theſe things ; 
and to know and diſcern the Voice of the true Shepherd from the 
S:ranger, and him that hides himſ: I, and thinks he may ſay any 
thing, and not be aſperſed, as he ſayes, that is, charged with his 
lyes and deceit. Can he account hima true Shepherd that flees and 
hides himfelf from thoſe he accounts the Woolves Prey, and be 
ſo raſh and carele{s (to fay the leaſt) in the Work he fayes he 
undertakes for theix Benefit and Recovery, as to examine and 
compare things no better, and then be ſo bitter againſt rhem for 
his own Negligence, as to ſet the Magiſtrate at work ? Hathnot 
the Qnaker learned ſo much'as to know, thatſucha one careth,not 
for the Sheep, and therefore isa Hirelnz? Hecan find no Be- 
nefit in receiving by an implicit Faith, as of old, *a Latin Comment 
from a Prieft's Mouth, that diſtinzuiſhes- nothing between the 
Commands of the Law and the Goſpel by his Interpretation, which 
he has cau(e to ſuſpeRt, as NW "And alſo that after Tay 
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will come for Offerings and Sacrifices too.:: And'if they wil not- 
vive the Prieſt raw Fleſh, he will-take-itby force before he burn 


the Fat :, ' And canhe believe that.he Tranlates it for his Benefit, 
fhat like.-the Rhemiſts leaves Fittims and Demons untranſlated, 
that he may come to him for a new Interpretation, and yet knows 
not where, nor what is his Name, unleſs it be St. Ferorr, fo not-' 
only Chriſtening but Sainting himſelf. For inſtead of confirming 
his ; Interpretation, ren ng, be out of other places of the ſame- 
Father. (as one would think by his appeal he would have done)- 
he aSkesthe Queſtion, Doth- St. Jerom ſay any Jare thing *: And. 
anſwess himſelf, 1 abſolutely deny it, without further proof, but: 
his own forged Interpretation, . and dogmatical Afertion, the 
Authority of this new ſpurious Ferewe. For as for the ancient Fa- 
ther Ferome,the Ilkterate Quaker need but turn/back the Leafin our 
Treatiſe of Oaths,and there he may find;that in one of his Epiſtles, | 
he writes, that «© We muſt not blaſpheme,. and ſay, the Lord 
* forbad us, what he did himſelf: And fayes, * That we that 
« are Servants muſt not thinkto do as the Lerd did; which this ran. 
dare notfay was Swearing falſly or vainly : For that were to blat-. 
pheme with a witneſs. But yet he faith, to-take off "that Ob- 
jeiong © After the Lord forbad utto Swear, neither did he ever 
&« Swear himſelf: May not therefore the Illiterate Quaker from 
this place juſtly ſuſpet, that he has put [5] not in ours, into- 
his Tranſlation,.. which makes the Father contradiR himſelf, whom . 
he hasa better belicf in, then his falſe Son. And may not the 
Tlkterate Qa'er juſtiy ſulpeR his { sf]. and his ſbowldJ] which 
he finds notan ours to be'of the ſame Progeny ? Seeing it thruſts 
out a whole Sentence (to make his fence”) which he finds in ours, 
for none of which pamges he taxes ours; which certainly he 
would have done, if we had given him that Advantage, he may 
think, he finds himnot ſo favourable: Neither. doth he find him 
diſappzoving our Tranſlating [by God] which he withont'any 
inſtance oppoſes with' his Tranſlating [[againſ#. God] for as for 
ours there may be an Inſtance in the fame place, for there [ «:s 
j+p977Avpe ] is rendered by Pagninus and Arias Montanus 
Lin Zernſolyma] by our Tranſlators [by Feruſalem]] not [acainft

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3 rethren of the Miniſtry ( 4s he OWNS them) may” take not ICE. tows 


learnedly this their Brother has eomeito-their Aſiſtance azainſt 


us 5 let them. conſider that by bis Forgery he bas not only made 


the fearned Father break his own Head by Contradi&ion,. and 
ether learned Fathers his Contemporaries, as H#slary, Chroma- 


tins, ©. who with others agree with him laying; ** Obſerve thes | 


Chriſt here not only Reproves. the Jews Superſtution: of old, but alſo 


« Forbids his to Swear.” (And to them we appeal for 'Ferom, 


as wellas to himſelf: But alſo, he makes him alſo. deſperately to 
break ( his Centemporary allo) Priſcian the Grammarian's 
Head. - And we'do not read, he bare him ſuch ill-will, ſhewing 


himſelf as bad Garmmarian as Moral or Divine :- For beſides the- 


[quaſi. as] of fimilitude, coupling. [paronl#];.to. [Fudgis } 
underſtovd; he forges. another [[quaſ?, as if }. of ſimulation to 


ſexve to [| fuerat} the indicative, 'and- thinks he has: got a great / 


adyantage, (tanquan: fecerit 'pſe al:quid) that he has got {" furrat]- 
inſtead of fuir: Which, alas! is none at. all, for faerat makes 
more for us, then ſwir. He ſayes, it's not [far] and. fay.we;. 
it's not [f#:ſet] -oh, .but, . ſayes. he, it's. [feras} graſs: non: 
norimus, that [quaſi] of Simulation [as 52} tequires/a-Sub*: 
junRtive,” and not an Indicative. Let ny Boy leak in his\Gratn- 
mar,and prove this learned Tranſlator for the Jlliterate Quaker, and: 
for his [quaſi parvmlis] he will write him therein [|Harericns ma- 
juſeulis} as his propereſt 'name : And to make this;pals, he for-: 
oes a diſtinction after [hor to. make: it accuſative {rh15] and: 
out ofit another - [hoc] a Nominative. [_it.] And fo with this: 
great l:rerate man, thele. little Notes of fence [bi*s, not's,. 5fs 
and #nd's] are but as Nonſence and Metaphyfical Notions, as 
Infignificant Nothings, to be multiplyed or ſubſtraed at plea- 
ſure. This ſhews he haslearned theſe and the other. Arts he 
ſpeaks of very notably, or the art of Grammar very ſorrily, What: 
would this Man have done;if he had lived at that'time; andhad the 
Tranſlating of Matthews sBook, or had had the handling of Zerom's 
Works before Eraſmus; he would have beena notable Artiſt in 
the Expurgatory Office: And as if he had.learned it there, ang 
were to PraQice it among Proteſtants; he ſhews what he would 
do, (if.it were feizable and permitted) by Biſhop Sendgrfon;/ for 
he 
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hewoukdnot texve one Syllable wroblitairated, that made againſt 
him or his Party. But the'Lord's Mercy has relcued theſe our 
Times and: Places fromany ones expetation of anytuch attempr. 
We ſay not Biſhop Ganden and Biſhop Sanderſen are againſt 
Swearing'at all; but-we ſay, what we cite ont of them is truly 
cited: whole words one would have thought,he would have made it 
his buſineſs, not to deny; and oppole' with feveral Reaſons, asif 
they had beeu Forged by us: But to have defended, and ſhewn to 
what purpoſe they had been, ifnot to ours, if he- could ;, and fo 
to have ſhewn his Art. 

- But we fay, That Ferom and Chry/oſtom and thoſe learned 
Fathers, wirhſevetalothers arc againſt it; as they that will make 
' tryal;. will be/able to judge,” if they do it without Prejudice; 
and to that we refer it, againſt all his Slanders, Forgings and 
Wreftings, which "are not - worth anſwering, they are ſo groſs. 
Whatare of any moment inhis Arguments are anſwered already 
to others,” only this at'preſent to what is cited by him out of 
Biſhop Sanderſon, (ayins; Swearing is not Ceremomtial,. and muſt 
continue, becauſe Controverſies muſt © We deny that'Strife and 
Controverſie quft cndure ; eſpecially {nach Controverſies for the 
ending of whichOaths were permitted, they muſtfail, and Cha- 
rity never fail. Contreverſie is not” of an everlaſting Natyre, as 
Love that is moral, is, upon this ground Swearing mult fail. And 
foisnat Moral but Ceremonial; as may be ſhewed by the defi- 
nition of a Ceremony from two' Biſhops, F. Wilkins, and py. 
Floyd, inthe real Charater. - For there Ceremony is defined a 
ſolemn Circumſtance, which is anexternal mode, wherewith things 
areaccompanyed and done : Now without this the controverſie 
failes betwixt us; for abate us the ſolemnCircumftance wherewith it 
isaccompanyed & done,the thing, confefſing Truth,ſpeaking in the 
fear of God, we donot refuſe. The Circumſtances denominates and 
determins it Swear#g.. For the number Seven,as the word [ /heba] 
ſignifies,isa Circiomftance uſed by the Ancients about it,as appears, 


Gen. 21. the firſt place' we find the'word in: Andfois jcrethu 
berith-1TM7) they made a Covenant, the ſame with Ferire Felus 
uſed by the Heathen. | The Subſtance of the old Swearmg, which 
the Apoſtle calls Confefſine, Row. 14.4 ti we'deny not: It is the 
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Ceremony, Circumſtance and $elemairy you contend with #4 
us for, which is Swearing, if Judicial it binds not. 

Yet this Man isnot aſhamed to expoſtulate, WHATSO- 
EVER IS COMMANDED. IN THE OLD. TESTA- 
MENT, IS'IT NOT COMMANDED IN THE NEW, 
making no Diſtintion uf Judicial, Ceremoma! and Moral, 
andmaking it heinous to affixm the contrary. Who knoweth 
what he would be at ? | |
